But Landon himself 
seems to be quite popular among 
conservative eastern voters.

WASHINGTON, D. C , April 27.— 
Pennsylvania is lagging in the pur­ 
chase of the New' Deal’s “baby” sav­ 
ings bonds being sold by past masters 
throughout the country. 
During the first year the bonds 
were offered to the public, ending 
last March 1st, sales in Pennsyl­ 
vania amounted to a m aturity value 
I of $17.218.075, the Treasury D epart­ 
ment reported today.

Six other states, including 
Ohio and New York, outranked the 
Keystone State. 
The per capita average of such 
purchases was considerably smaller 
in Pennsylvania than the nation 
generally. 
Sales of the bonds av­ 
eraged only $1,75 per resident in the 
Keystone State as against $2.87 in 
the nation. 
Ohio ranked third of the states in 
aggregate purchases, with a figure

and $34.569,000
